The  amendments  in  the 
controversial  student  government 
and  class  office  issue  were 
accepted  by  a student  vote  in  last 
week’s  elections. 

Passage  of  all  three  of  the 
amendments  which  will  take 
effect  next  year  means  an  end  to 
class  government  and  a new 
emphasis  on  student  body 
elections  in  the  spring. 

The  first  amendment  passed  by 
a vote  of  1,401  to  1,110, 
eliminates  all  class  officers  except 
in  the  freshman  class.  Ironically, 
the  second  amendment,  (1,259  to 
1,171),  allows  the  class  officers  a 
vote  on  the  Executive  Council,  so 
it  will  be  the  freshman  class 
president  that  will  sit  on  the 
council. 

Students  also  approved,  by  a 
vote  of  1,746  to  699,  the  idea  of 
an  individual  who  is  campaigning 


for  student  body  president  to 
choose  his  own  running  mate. 

Those  functions  that  presently 
come  under  the  class  officers  will 
be  transferred  to  the  social  vice 
presidents. 

When  asked  for  his  feelings 
about  the  elections,  junior  class 
president  Tom  Parry  remarked 
that  he  felt  a “void  has  been 
created”  in  which  class 
government  has  been  eliminated 
without  anything  better  to  take 
its  place. 

Dave  Ross,  senior  class 
president,  said  that  ‘‘whatever  the 
students  want,  they  should  have,” 
but  he  believes  that  student  funds 
should  not  have  been  used  to 
finance  the  anti-class  government 
campaign. 

Ken  Murdock,  executive  vice 
president,  expressed  his  views  that 
it  was  good  the  “issue  was  taken 
to  the  students.”  He  also  hastened 
to  point  out  that  this  action  is  not 
a reflection  on  the  individuals 
involved,  but  rather  an  attack  on 
the  system.

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BYU  Shoplifting  Rises 


A real  problem  with  shoplifting 
has  developed  in  the  bookstore 
this  year,  to  the  point  where  even 
with  an  increase  of  arrests, 
officials  believe  even  more  arrests 
are  slipping  through  their  fingers. 

This  was  the  opinion  expressed 
by  Gary  Carver,  director  of  BYU 
Standards  as  he  explained  the 
procedures  against  shoplifting  and 
other  crimes  committed  on 
campus  by  students. 

He  felt  that  the  reason  more 
students  were  being  picked  up  was 
because  of  better  surveillance  and 
the  use  of  floor  walkers,  whose 
job  it  is  to  watch  bookstore 
customers. 

Typically  the  items  that  have 
been  taken  have  cost  less  than  $1, 
and  run  the  range  of  the  store’s 
merchandise,  with  the  exception 
of  clothing. 

From  interviewing  students, 
Carver  stated  that  the  most 
frequent  cause  for  the  thefts  has 
been  the  reasoning  that,  “I  heard 
it  was  easy  to  do  so  1 was  just 
testing  it.” 

He  also  noted  that  some 
students  steal  on  purpose,  hoping 
to  get  caught-“to  get  help.” 

Others  lift  items  because  they 
are  flat  broke  and  need  materials 
for  classes  or  food.  The  Director 
of  Standards  felt  that  this  was 
regretable  in  view  of  the 
emergency  loan  fund. 

Carver  even  reports  of  repeated 
thefts  by  a student  employee. 

If  the  offense  is  a “first  time” 
for  the  student,  he  is  usually 
turned  over  to  standards.  It  would 
take  a flagrant  or  repeated  offense 
for  a student  to  be  handed  over  to 
the  civil  courts. 

Standards  counsel  with  the 
student  and  either  give  him  an 
official  reprimand  or  put  him  on 
probation.  In  other  words,  the 
students  are  given  a chance  to 
“repent,”  and  no  names  are 
released. 

Even  if  a student’s  case  goes  to 
the_  civil. cottrtSj  .he.can.stijl.b^  put  . 


on  parole,  with  BYU  assuming 
responsibility  for  him. 

After  six  months,  the  parolee 
may  petition  to  have  his  record 
wiped  clean  of  the  crime  and 
conviction,  which  the  new  man  in 
charge  of  standards  agreed  is  quite 
helpful  for  future  jobs.

Project  America  Aimed  At  O'Hair 


Mrs.  Madalyn  Murray  O'Hair  has  to  be  stopped. 

Spouting  the  Constitution  as  scripture,  she  has 
forced  the  Supreme  Court  to  ban  compulsory 
public-school  prayers,  threatened  the  tax  exemption 
on  church  property  and  just  recently,  to  the  joy  of 
most  Americans,  lost  her  case  protesting  the 
astronaut's  moonside  recitation  of  Genesis  last 
Christmas  Eve.  "I'm  no  eccentric,"  she  said 
recently.  "I'm  the  leader  of  a valid  movement." 

Mrs.  O'Hair,  still  stinging  from  her  latest  defeat 
with  the  astronauts,  has  started  several  other  suits. 
Her  latest  suit  is  to  get  "In  God  We  Trust"  removed 
from  everything  including  the  old  reliable  half 
dollar.  There  is  a growing  movement  around  the 
nation  where  local  school  boards  are  setting  up  a 
moment  of  silence  for  the  students.  This  is  just  their 
time  to  think.  But  Mrs.  O'Hair  says  it's  depriving  the 
other  students.  No  one  said  that  they  had  to  pray, 
just  be  silent  for  a moment. 

Further,  she  wanted  the  astronauts'  Christmas 
message  stricken  from  the  record,  and  the  men 
punished  or  censored  in  some  way.  She  was  also 
upset  because  the  men  of  Apollo  11  held  a 
Communion  Service,  even  though  it  was  not 
broadcast.  One  of  her  newest  cases  is  the  removal  of 
all  chaplains  from  the  military  service.  Mrs.  O'Hair 
has  said,  "I  will  separate  church  and  state,  bu  God."

PEOPLE  WANTED  IT.  This  is  a very  important  and 
often  overlooked  concept.  PROJECT  AMERICA 
wants  creation  taught  in  schools.  Evolution  is  the 
big  thing  these  days,  and  no  one  minds  anymore. 
But  Eldredge  Clever's  book,  "Soul  and  Ice,"  is 
taught  in  schools  that  would  not  even  consider 
teaching  the  Bible.  This  doesn't  mean  there  has  to 
be  religious  preaching,  it  only  means  that  it  can  be 
taught  as  literature. 

PROJECT  AMERICA  petitions  will  be  available 
today,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  from  8 a.m.  to  4 
p.m.  at  the  Reception  Center,  Wilkinson  Center.  It 
took  four  million  signatures  to  put  her  down  on  the 
astronaut  question,  and  many  signatures  are 
required  to  stop  her  again. 

The  Arnold  Air  Society  and  Angel  Flight  are  the 
campus  sponsors  for  PROJECT  AMERICA  and  they 
urge  BYU  students  to  participate.

Pollution-A  Canter 
Growing  In  Utah 

We  read  of  the  beauty  of  our  mountains,  we  write  poen^  about  the 
joys  found  in  walldng  in  a forest,  and  we  praise  the  sensations  of  life 
that  we  feel  as  we  participate  in  the  miracles  of  nature.  Why  then  do  we 
year  after  year  permit  the  pollution  of  the  air,  the  destruction  of  animal 
and  forest  life,  the  littering  of  our  countryside  and  contamination  of 
our  lakes,  rivers  and  streams? 

Obviously  there  are  thoughtless  people  who  may  contribute 
unknowingly  to  this  problem  and  perhaps  there  are  those  who 
recognize  the  problem  for  what  it  is,  but  for  the  most  part  we  simply 
don’t  care. 

Utah  County  is  a prime  example  of  one  such  problem.  Utah  Lake 
which  could  provide  healthy  recreation  in  the  form  of  boating,  water 
skiing  and  swimming,  not  to  mention  fishing  and  skin  diving,  has 
become  over  the  years  filthy  and  nearly  unfit  for  human  use.  According 
to  the  “Provo  Daily  Herald,”  Dr.  James  R.  Barton  of  BYU  told  the 
Women’s  Legislative  Council  that  there  is  a natural  process  of  pollution, 
but  it  is  stepped  up  by  man,  “As  recent  as  20  years  ago,  raw  sewage  was 
spewed  into  the  lake.  Now,  sewage  is  treated  before  reaching  the  lake.” 

“However,  about  60,000  to  70,000  head  of  cattle  graze  near  the  lake 
shores.  One  cow  adds  the  same  amount  of  pollution  to  the  lake  as  16 
humans.  In  addition,  organic  industrial  wastes  from  slaughter  houses, 
etc.,  increase  the  problem. 

“In  such  a situation  the  lake  gradually  loses  its  capacity  to  produce 
life.  For  instance,  fish  need  gravel  in  which  to  deposit  their  eggs  for 
reproduction.  The  lake  floor  now  is  a thick,  black,  slimey  muck  and  the 
fish  are  frustrated. 

“In  1888  a man  named  Clark  studied  Utah  Lake  and  discovered  it 
held  dissolved  solids.  Over  500  parts  dissolved  solids  per  million  renders 
the  water  unfit  for  drinking;  if  over  2,000  parts  per  million  it  is  not 
even  good  for  irrigation.  Since  1900  the  ratio  has  stayed  up  to  around 
1,000  parts  per  million.  During  the  summer  of  1968  measurements 
were  taken  twice  a week  in  about  25  locations  on  the  lake.  Most  of  the 
east  shore  measured  so  high  in  coliform  (that)  the  water  could  be 
dangerous  to  swimmers.  Coliform  is  indicative  of  human  waste  and  may 
indicate  dangerous  organisms.  Many  places  measure  over  10  parts  per 
million,  which  is  high.” 

Although  some  parts  of  the  lake  are  not  as  filthy,  it  is  fast  becoming 
the  cesspool  of  Utah  County.  Current  legislative  action  on  the  part  of 
city  and  county  officials  is  desperately  needed  to  solve  this  threat  to 
our  beautiful  natural  resource  of  Utah  County.

Long-term  loans  are  available  to  “worthy 
students”  through  the  assistance  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  Nielsen  pointed 
out.  Through  this  program,  loans  may  be  made  to 
full-time  students  who  have  financial  need  for 
tuition,  books,  fees  and  other  school  expenses  in 
excess  of  savings,  parental  support  and  part-time 
earnings.’ 

The  director  explained  that  loans  are  made  each 
academic  year  not  in  excess  of  $200  for  freshmen, 
$400  for  sophomores,  $55  for  juniors,  seniors  and 
graduates,  with  the  total  loan  not  to  exceed  $2,100. 
There  is  no  interest  charge  on  the  loan  during  the 
time  the  student  is  in  school  at  BYU  and  for  six 
months  after  he  discontinues  his  full-time  status,  he 
concluded. 

Students  who  need  loans  for  the  beginning  of 
second  semester  should  make  application  as  soon  as 
possible. 

To  apply,  one  must  go  to  the  Loan  Office  in 
D-15I  ASB  during  December,  obtain  an  application 
form  and  have  an  interview.  By  doing  tWs  early 
students  will  have  time  to  get  notes  signed  during 
the  holidays  and  avoid  a last  minute  rush. 

During  the  last  week  of  the  semester  only 
emergency  loans  will  be  considered.

Man  Named

The  adminstrator  of  LDS 
Church  Schools,  Dr.  Harvey  L. 
Taylor,  has  announced  the 
appointment  of  Norman  L.

As  Medical  Director  of  the 
Health  Center,  he  recently 
represented  BYU  at  a three-day 
conference  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
College  Health  Association  held  in 
Santa  Barbara,  Calif. 

The  conference,  involving  130 
western  universities  and  colleges, 
discussed  problems  currently 
facing  student  health  facilities.  Dr. 
Hofheins  noted  that  many 
colleges,  especially  those  under 
15,000  enrollment,  employ  no 
health  facilities  at  all  except  a 
nurse. 

If  a doctor  is  necessary  one 
must  be  summoned  from 
off-campus— sometimes  10  or  15 
miles  away.  This  increases  the  cost 
for  the  students,  who  must  pay 
the  cost  of  the  more  expensive 
off-campus  doctor. 

Dr.  Hofheins  further  noted  that 
BYU  isn’t  faced  with  many  of  the 
problems,  such  as  drugs  and 
drinking,  that  plague  other 
campuses.  Because  of  this,  BYU 
has  become  the  leader  in  certain 
areas  other  schools  have  no  time 
to  work  on. 

One  such  area  is  BYU  s program 
of  tuberculosis  eradication.  It 
involves  the  testing  of  all 
individuals  in  the  campus 
community,  and  subsequent 
treatment  of  those  found  to  have 
the  disease.  This  treatment, 
including  X-rays  and  drugs  which 
completely  eliminate  the  disease 
from  the  victim,  are  offered  to  the 
students  free. 

More  than  550  students  are 
currently  under  treatment  at  the
